One of the apparently 
minor items in the news 
yesterday, announcement 
that three commercial 
air-liners of the Clipper

HERE was not much pattefn to 

my days in London, The -dif-

Possibly it's because 
the idea of not having a reom of 
one’s own to sleep in every night 
is so foreign to everyone's experi- 
ence here. 

I asked everyone I met in and 
oul of the Government how many 
Londoners slept in shelters and 
how many slept in their homes. 
No one had any idea. There are 
no statistics whatever available. 
Estimates of the number who slept 
in shelters, public aod private, 
varied frosa 50 per cent to 95 per 
cent, The only thing you can be 
sure of is that very few sleep nor- 
matly, pight after night, in their 
own heds in their own rooms, 

Even leaving out the fear of 
being out @urifig heavy raiding 
you must also realise the difficulty 
of moving about a complicated cit: 
like London during. a blackout. 
There are taxis that cruise: all 
night, but they are few, Few also 
are the buses and the trains and 
the tubes. It was, fur instance, al- 
together natural that, when I had 
a radio talk to dictate during my 
second week and a young-lady 
public stenographer came to type 
it for me and the work went on 
without either of us noticing the 
time until suddenly the maid came 
in and drew the curtains for the 
black-out, Ben and I should offer 
her sur couch to sleép on. And she 
should debute for some minutes 
before deciding her room-mate 
might be worried and she didn’t 
mind taking the bus anyway. 


You must realise what it does to 
convention to take in first reta- 
tives, then acquaintances and 
finally strangers who w re bomb- 
cd out, And you must also realise 
—-perhups the most important 
thing of ali—that when the night 
is full of noise no one wants to be 
alone. The presence of other hu- 
man beings is comforting. 


I think the only time I was real- 
ly alt out frightened—literally 
panictked—was when I came in 
alone one late afternoon and Ben, 
who was to join me, did not show 
up for several hours. It was the 
night a new and still larger gun 
moved into the park oppcsite. I 
was told it was a six-inch Ravy 
gun. It began to go off right after 
the first alarm. I went to watch 
from my bathroom-darkroom., 
There was 2 storm over London 
and the wind howled through th: 
open window. Sheils from the gun 
burst directly overhead, sq that I 
ducked each time. sure the shrap- 
nal] would fall where I was. If it 
did, 1 heard none of it. But the 
crash of the gun was first deafen- 
ing and then suddenly terrifying. 
I bolted the window and went in 
and tried to read the evening 
paper. The gun cl crashing and 
crashing and crashing. AU of a 
sudden it came—a_ terrific desire 
to get to some other place in a 
hurry. I went out and rang for the 
elevator. It was about 8:30. 


As I got in a very elegant old 
dame came down the corridor and 
got in with me. The gun went off. 
She said, “What was that?” A 
freckled elevator man said, “That 


"was me, ma'am.” She said, “Well, 


I wish tp heaver. you'd told me it 
was you., You've been scaring the 
life out of ine.” When I-got down 
to the lobby people were standing 
around talking ard going into din-. 
ner quite normally. I knew what 
I wanted to do. 1 wanted to RO 
down into the boiler room, get into 
a corner. and curl up where I 
couldn’t ear that damn gun. I 
thought if-I did, when Ben came 
in he would be ashamed of me. I 
said nuts. to myself. The gun went 
off a couple ‘of times. more and 
‘shook the: revolving door. It made 
the sign reading ATR .RATD 
WARNING flap. I sald to myself, 
“Look: here, “You've: decided. that

back upstairs and felt much better. 
_'The point about being afraid 
‘during a bombardment. in which 
you know the chances of” being 
killed are minute is this; that after 
you’ve been frightened a few 
times you know that being fright- 
ened is just an unreasonable tem- 
porary cmotion, that it will pass 
and that in a little while you will 
feel all right again. Lixe getting 
unreasonably mad at a telephone 
girl giving you the wrong number. 
The time when I was alonc with 
the gun nojse in the Dorchester 
was the only time I felt panic, but 
four or five times in any given 
night. even thouzh they were re-

jJatively quiet, I was scared and 
each time after a while the fear 
wou'd piss and I'd feel all right 
apain. Because 1 was always with 
people who if they were scared 
didn't show it and we went about 
what we decided was our business 
and cverything was all right and 
the fear passed. 


It’s “Behaving Well’ 


1 think it’s this quality of keep- 
ing their fears to themselves while 
they are &fraid—they talk about it 
plenty afterwards—that’s the most 
important part of what the Eng- 
lish call “behaving. well.” They 
heve it whethér they are cockneys 
in the East End or cabinet miinis- 
ters. They do not transmit their 
teers to one another the way some 
other peoples do. And when peo- 
ple transmit their fears to each 
other the result is panic and any- 
thing can happen in a panic. When 
they don’t transmit their fear they 
go on about their business and 
presently aren't afraid any more. 


I talked this over with a num- 
ber of people in London and they 
ngreed with me. 

The fear that I’m talking about 
is the unreasonable fear produced 
by noise and the imagination. How 
a soldier who is under fire and }s 
liable to be killed in action feels 
I know only from books. But | 
was and am interested in the 
other kind of fear, because that is 
the principal tool with which 
Adolf Hitler has conquered 50 
much of the world. It's the Bri- 
tisher’s ability to cope with it and 
to survive it and to learn that it’s 
a headache and not a fatal disease 
that’s an important part of a 
confidence that the British will 
withstand and survive Adolf Hit- 
ler, and there’s absolutely no ques- 
tiun that they survived the terri- 
fie dose he gave them in Septem- 
ber and are flourishing under the 
dilute solution which seems ail he 
is currently able to administer 
now. 


The two weeks that 1 was in 
London were what are called quiet 
weeks. They are quiet because 
Hitler has no control over the ait 
of England in the daylight and be- 
cause night bombers work best in 
the full of the moon when they can 
steer and guide their bombs -by 
the reflection of the moon on the 
water and the rivers and lakes of 
England, The moon was on the 
wane when I arrived. 


T know what it can be like when 
the moon is full, because the three 
days just before I got to London 
included the worst night bombing 
ot the war sa far. So I saw Lon- 
don right efter its three worst 
nights and the people! talked to 
had just been through these nights. 


From the point of view of personal 
experience I have identified this

Hysterics In The Dark 


At the end of a block we all at 
once saw two small Jights flush 
with the pavement. The next min- 
ute we began to run over rubble. 
One of us said, “It’s right here. 
You can always tell when you be- 
gin running over rubble.” Another 
few feet and we saw what the 
lights on the street were. They 
were the still burifing sidelights of 
a car that had just run into the 
crater. A woman came toward us 
out of the black and said, “Where 
are you going?” 

The driver said, “To London,” 

She said, “No, no, no, I mean 
what part of London’”

End.”

Her voice was rising. It sounded 
hysterical, She said, “No, no, no, 
that won't do at all. That's not 
at all where I want to go,” and ran 
off behind us. We think she had 
been in the car. 

We swung off to one side to 
avoid it and the pencil beam of 
our headlight picked out a figure 
lying on the edge of the curb. 
We got out and went over to it. 
It was a dead policeman. A red- 
headed policeman, He had been 
young and good looking. There 
was no one else around. It was 
very quiet. You could hear water 
bubbling under the car. The bomb 
had broken a main. We had 
flashlights and stood looking down 
at the policeman, not quite kknow- 
ifig what to do next. Presently 
there were footsteps coming rapid-~ 
ly toward us. Two air raid ward- 
ens. ‘They made no comment. First 
one and then several policemen 
came from another street. They 
looked at the dead policeman, but 
did not move him. We shifted un- 
easily and walked back to look in 
the crater. The bormb must have 
hit just ahead of the car and the 
car rolled in where the pavement 
had been. For it was hardly 
scratched, While we were loaking 
an ambulance or a truck rolled up 
behind us, some men got out, went 
over to where the warden was 
standing over the casualty, They 
lifted the dead policeman onto the 
stretcher, carried him back into 
the darkness. And no one said 
anything. The ambulance or the 
morgue wagon or whatever it was 
went off into the dark. The ward- 
ens and the policemen were in 
conference over how to get the 
car out of the crater, Down the 
street we could see another ward- 
en bringing a red lantern to mark 
it. 


There had been some joking in 
the cur about my not having had 
a close one in ten days in London. 
One of the men said, “Well, if it 
had to happen, I'm glad it hap- 
pened where you could sce it. This 
is just routine. I think there must 
be a bicycle about. I think the 
policeman was going home on it 
when the bomb hit.” It was no 


longer a joke that I have the ex-f 


perience of, having a bomb go of& 
near me. The face of the dead 
peliceman with the red hair stayed 
with me. That and the suddenness 
with which it happened and the 
silence that was around it after 
it happened. I began to feel anger 
rising in me. J stayed acutely an- 
gry at the people who had killed 
the policeman for several hours. 
Then, like being afraid, the acute 
part passed. ; aoe 


{ had picked up a pitce of the 
shell. I found it with my flash- 
light imbedded in the pavement 
and wedged it out. I brought it 
home with me. 


Anderson Shelter 


We laughed when_we came to 
a place in the East End where u 
land mine had gone off. Because 
the little man we had found out- 
side his Anderson shelter had been 
so perfect we swore he had been 
planted there by the Ministry, of

He said there were.two things 
he didn’t like about. this war and 
the way he was treated in it. He 
said the anti-aircraft. guns made 
him mad because. they. couldn't 
hit anything. He said he'd watch- 
ed them and watched them. He 
wanted to se¢ a German 'plane ‘it 
and never ‘ad, even though he 
worked out on the docks all day. 
And as to his own treatment, he 
told ug he demn well wanted a 
tin hat. He said a bloke could do 
without a leg or an arm or this 
piece or that piece of ’im, but he 
couldn't do without ‘is knob. He 
snid he didn’t see why the goverh- 
ment couldn't give ‘im and the 
other fellows that worked out on 
the dorks steel helmets. Neither 
could Hilde nor I. 


Like almost everyone, he put in 
his Anderson shelter himself. An 
Anderson shelter is made of heavy 
galvanised castiron,the kind you 
sometimes see on warehouse roofs, 
It is about 4 by 8 feet square and 
5 feet high, the top being arched 
to a circle. It is set up half sub- 
merged into the ground and then 
sandbags are piled around = and 
over the top of it. Many people 
plant gardens on its roots, flower 
gurdengy It has other sandbags 
piled around its entrance. [ climb- 
ed down into the little man’s shel- 
iter. I could just get in. It hada 
concrete floor. Ha said cement was 
hard to get but he had a friend 
who could mix it and all the peo- 
ple fin the neignbuerhood got what 
cement they could and he and his 
friend went around and fixed up 
as many floors as they could. His 
shelter was quite dry. There wete 
candles stuck on a little shelf and 
some odds and ends of clothing 
hung up. He said he had taken the 
bedding out to air it. 


He told us he had sent his wife 
ond his son. and daughter to the 
country, but his daughter, who 
was the older, had come back and 
was staying with some people 
down the street. And another 
married daughter was around the 
corner with her husband, EHe said, 
“Ain't no place fer women, but 
they don't like to be cway from 
home and they corne back.”’ He 
said his was a good shelter and he 
slept very well there. But a lot of 
them were bad unless you had a 
good floor and knew how to tix 
it so the rain didn’t come in. 

Ben Robertson asked him if he 
was in the shelter when the bomb 
dropped across the street. He said, 
“Oh, yes. .It shook quite a bit. 
But,” he said, “I’m not afraid be- 
cause I have it fixed so I can get 
out the back end if the front end 
caves in,” I said, “What do you do 
when a bomb drops near you? Do 
you go out to see what happens?” 
He said, “Well, you see, we have 
got a kind of a system. When 
there's a hit everybody around 
comes out and we get together and 
go from one shelter to another to 
see if everybody else is all right, 


and to be sure the entrance hasn't ~ 


caved in and they can’t get out. 

“Then after we have checked 
up on everybody’s being all right 
we go back into our ‘oles.” (An- 
other time, talising about a friend, 
he used the sentence, “And every 
evening about 5 'e goes ‘ome to 
his ruins.’’) 


Hilde said it was typical of 
London people, working out ways 
to look after each other like that. 
Ways that had nothing to do with 
government rules or regulations 
cr even volunteer ARP wardens, 
Just people looking out for ench 
other. 


He showed us almost with pride ; 


where the land mine had hit, It 
had touched no building, coming 
down in a. yard near.a factory. 
There had. been several automo- 
biles there and they were s' uashed. 
in as if Gibraltar had, fallén on 
them. Characteristically, the crater 
wasn't deep. But for blocks and 
blecks, around thers were little 
frnme houses: battered. and win- 
dowless. It was very depressing 


to walk down the empty, umninha-

A FOUR-POINT charter of women’s rights has 
been put forward by Dr. Edith Summerskill, MLP., 
who had criticised Mr. Ernest Bevin, Labour Minis- 
ter, for not having given women work they had been 
promised. “Women have been used as cheap ma- 
chines teo often,” said Dr. Summerskill, and then 


she produced these four points:— 
1. Women should have not only the right to 
work, but the right to work whether married or 


single. 


2. They should receive the rate of pay for the 
job, and there should be no discrimination because 


of sex. 


3. Promotion of women according to ability. 
4. Opportunity for training for all work for 


which women are capable. 


Dr. Summerskill was speaking 
at the first public meeting of the 
Woman-Power Committee, in 
Toondon, 

Viscountess Astor, M.P., said: “I 
want a woman in the Government 
to tell the Government where the 
women ure wanted and what they 
can .do. 

“Mr. Bevin will dodge this pro- 
blem as long as he can. 

“The Services are much ahead 
of the Government in their em- 
ployment of women. The women 
of the House of Commons must 
bring more pressure on the Gov- 
ernment. If necessary. we must 
go to the Prime Minister.

‘German. refugees from 
the much -bombed Rhine- 
land: are. beginning to 
‘crowd the hotels even in 


non-octupied France. 

This information ‘was given by a 
Frenchman who has just arrived 
in London from the non~occupied 
zone after trekking across the 
Pyrenees on a donkey. He sold his 
motorcar for just enough to buy 
a donkey and pay his fare to Eng- 
land from Lisbon, 

“You have no idea here of how 
effective the R.A.F. bombings on 
Germany are,” he sald. “We get 
the backwash of them, even in 
uNoccupled France. 

“Friends of mine in the Depart- 
ment of Isere have had to leave 
their homes because of the influx 
of German refugees from the 
Rhineland. They, of course, get 
paid, but at 20 francs to the mark. 

“The Germans are crowding into 
all the hotels in this région and 
paying at the same rate. In the 
last few weeks the influx has been 
tremendous.” 

Regarding R.A.F. bombings of 
the French coast, he said the Ger- 
mans now describe Cherbourg as 
the “cemetery.” He said that. most 
people in the unoccupied zone 
knew of the big josses the .Ger- 
mans sustained when their plin-~ 
naces and barges, filled with 
troops, were bombed: 

It was common knowledge that 
all the dottors in the Paris region - 
had to be mobilised. to deal with 
the casualties. .

PETAIN SCORNS EQUALITY

MARSHAL PETAIN, in an article published by 
the Revue des Deux Mondes, one of the principal 
monthly reviews in France, now appearing in the 
non-occupied territory, contributes his own views 
on the political philosophy which. he is trying to 


introduce. 


It takes the form of an attempi 
to dispose of the Republican de- 
vice, “Liberty, equality, fratern- 
ity,” for which the Marshal wish- 
ed to substitute the notions’ of 
eu‘thority and obedience towards 
the State. 


“We must teach our young peo- 
ple,” he writes, “that liberty can 


i only be exercised when combined 


with recognition ofa secular au- 
thorily, which. they must respect 
and must’ obey.”

garding the congestion on all the 
main bus routes, thts subject again 
received considerable discussion. 
For some tme past, there have 
been constant cormplaints by the 
travelling public about the over- 
crowding and lack of necommiodi- 
tion on the buses, and the Associa- 
tion has made representations to 
the management of the Bus Com- 
pany on the matter both by in- 
terviews and correspondence, The 
explanation given by the Bus 
Company from tinre to time was 
that the trouble is mainly duc to a 
shortage of vehicles, owing to the 
non-arrival of roTiing-stock from 
Great Britain, some of the orders 
for which were placed évén before 
the commencement of the war. 


Petition To Government 


it has now been (definitely as- 
certained that there is very little 
prospect of the Bus Company be- 
ing able to obtain anything like 
the required number of British 
made vehicles from the United 
Kingdom in the pear future. The 
management stated that they have 
made and are making every ef- 
fort to cépe with the situation. 
They had already petitioned Gov- 
ernment for permission to pur- 
chase. for the durot on of thé war, 
American make vehicles for the 
purpose of replacement and enlar- 
gement of their present fleet of 
buses, and although this petition 
had been sent im some time ago, 
hoth'ng had yet been heard in 
reply, Consequently the ordering 
or purchase of such vehicles was 
held up. 

The Company had also agaln 
appealed to Goverament to allow 
them to use “dowble-deck" ve- 
hicles on the main routes, in 
the eame way ae has been sanc- 
tloned on the fsland; two chassis 
for “double-deck” bodi¢ts were 
actually in hand, and ong of 
them with a frame-work body 
fitted to t had = recently been 
tested on the road by the traffic 
department, 

Some pungent remarks were 
made at the meeting regarding the 
apparent helplessness of the Bus 
Company to effect any practical 
means for coping with the situa- 
tion, and it was en:phasised that 
whatever quarter was responsible 
for the impasse, it was essential

‘The Problem Of 
Responsibility 


In the second place, the Im- 
perial War Cabinet of 1917-18 was 
a failure as a Cabinet, because the 
essence of Cabinet Government is 
the collective responsibility of the 
Cabinet as a whole. In war-time, 
when all effort is bent on the 
single goal of winning the war, 
this almost inevitably means sub- 
ordinating individual ministerial 
responsibility to loyalty to a 
powerful Prime Minister like Mr. 
Lloyd George or Mr. Wington 
Churchill, 


In the British Consmounwealth 
of Nations of  Statute-of-West- 
minster days, these conditions of 
Cabinet Government cannot be 
fulfilled, There can be no colec- 
tive responsibility because there 
is mo supreme Parliament to which 
the collective body could be res- 
ponsible. There are five separate 
responsibilities to five separate 
<znd-independent Parliaments, The 
personal demination of a single 
chairman, a kind of Prime Minis- 
ter for the whole Empire, would 
be a deniak of Dominion autonomy, 
nota tribute to it.

Each .day I simply 
made and kept as many engage- 
ments as I was able. Ben Robert- 
son, who slept with me the first 
night, simply stayed on. 

J hav2 had diMiculty since I got 
back making people really under- 
stand how entirely casually peo- 
ple take sleeping anywhere they 
happen to be when the black -out 
comes in London. Possibly it’s be- 
couse the phrase sleeping with 
someone has connotations in our 
yorabulary. ;Possibly it's because 
the idea of hot having a reom of 
one’s own to sleep in every night 
is so foreign to everyone's experi- 
ence here. 

1 asked everyone I met in and 
out of the Government how many 
Londoners slept in shelters and 
how many slept in their homes. 
No one had any idea. There are 
no statistics . whatever available. 
Estimates of the number who slept 
in shelters, public and private, 
varied from 50 per cent to 95 per 
cent. The only thing you can be 
sure of is that very few sleep nor- 
mally, night after night, in their 
own beds in their own rooms. 

Even leaving out the fear of 
being out during beavy raiding 
vou must also realise the difficul 
of moving about a complicated ci 
Kike London during a black-out, 
There are taxis that cruise all 
night, but they are few, Few also 
are the buses and the trains and 
the tubes. It was, for instance, al- 
logether natural that, when I had 
a radio talk to dictate during my 
second week and a young lady 
public stenographer came to type 
it for me and the work went on 
without either of us noticing the 
time until suddenly the maid came 
in and drew the curtains for the 
black-out, Ben and I should offer 
her our couch to sleep on, And she 
should debute for some minutes 
before deciding her room-mate 
might be worried and she didn’t 
mind taking the bus anyway. 


You must realise what it does to 
convention to take in first rela- 
lives, then acquaintances and 
fnally strangers who were bomb- 
ed gut. And you must also realise 
—-perhaps the ost important 
thing of all—that When the night 
Is full of noise no one wants to be 
alone. The presence of other hu- 
man beings is comforting. 


I think the only time J was real- 
ly all out frightened—literally 
panictced—avas when [ came in 
plone one late afternoon and Ben, 
who was to join me, did not show 
up for séveral hours, It was tae 
night a vew and still larger gun 
moved into the park oppesite. I 
was told ft was a six-inch Ravy 
gun. It began to go off right after 
the first alarm. I went to watch 
from my bathroom-darkr6om. 
There wes a sterm over London 
and the wind howled through. th: 
open window. Shells from the gun 
burst directly overhead, sq that I 
ducked each time. sure the shrap- 
nal would fall where I was. If it 
did, I heard none of it, But the 
crash of the gun was first deafen- 
ing and then suddenly terrifying. 
I bolted the window and went in 
and tried to read the evening 
paper. The gun kept crashing and 
crashing and crashing. All of a 
sudden it came—a_ terrific desire 
to get to some other placé in 4 
hurry. I went out and rang for the 
elevator. It was about 8:30. 


As I got in a very elegant old 
dame came down the corridor and 


got in with me, The gun went off. 
She said, “What was that?” A 
freckled elevator man said, ‘'That 
was me, mo’am.”’ She said, “Well 
I wish to heaver. you'd told me it 
was you.

It’s “Behaving Well” 


I think it’s this quality of keep- 
ing their fears to themselves while 
they are afraid—they. talk about it 
plenty afterwards—that's the most 
important part of what the Eng- 
Ush call “behaving well.” They 
heave it whether they are cockneys 
in the Kast End or cabinet minis- 
ters. hey do not transmit their 
fenrs to one another the way some 
other peoples do. And when peo- 
ple transmit their fears to each 
other the result is panic and any- 
thing can happen ina panic. When 
they don’t transmit their fear they 
go on about their business and 
presently aren’t afraid amy more. 


I talked this over with a num- 
ber of people in London and they 
agreed with me. 

The fear that I’m talking about 
is the unreasonable fear produced 
by noise and the imagination. How 
a soldier who is under fire and is 
liable to be Iilled in action feels 
1 know, only from books. But 1 
was amd am interested in the 
other kind of fear, because that is 
the principal tool with which 
Adolf Hitler has conquered 50 
much of the world. {it’s the Bri- 
tisher’s ability to cope with it and 
to survive it and to learn that it’s 
a headache and not a fatal disease 
that’s an important part of m 
confidence that the British will 
withstand and sutvive Adolf Hit- 
jer, and there’s absolutely no ques- 
tlun that they survived the terri- 
fle dose he gave them in Septem- 
ber amd are ftourishing under the 
dilute solution which seems all he 
is currently able to administer 
now. 


The two weeks that I was in 
London were what are called quiet 
weeks. They are quiet because 
Hitler has no control over the alr 
of England in the daylight and be- 
cause night bombers work best in 
the full of the moon when they can 
steer and guide their: bombs by 
the reflection of the moon on the 
water and the rivers and lakes of 
England. The moon was on the 
wane when I arrived. 


T know what it can be lilke when 
the moon js full, because the three 
days just before I got to London 
included the worst night bombing 
of.the war so far.

From the point-of view of personal 
experience I have’ identified’ this

Her voice was rising. It sounded 
hysterical. She sald, “No, no, no, 
that won't do at all, Tnat’s not 
at-all where I want to go,” and ran 
off behind us.

The bomb 
had brokep a main, We had 
flashlights and stood looking down 


at the policeman, not quite knew- ¢ 


jing what to do next. Presently 
there were footsteps coming rapid-" 
ly toward us. Two air raid ward- 
ens. They made no comment. First 
one and then several policemen 
came from another street. They 
looked at the dead policeman, but 
did not move him. We shifted un- 
easily and walked back to look in 
the crater. The bomb must have 
hit just ahead of the car and tae 
car rolled in where the pavement 
had been. For it was hardly 
scratched. While: we were looking 
an ambulance or a truck rolled up 
behind us, some men got out, went 
over to where the warden was 
standing over the ‘casualty. They 
lifted the dead policeman onto the 
stretcher, carried him back into 
the darkness. And no one said 
anything. The ambulance or the 
morgue wagon or whatever it wus 
went off into the durk. The ward- 
ens and the policemen were 
conference over how to get the 
car out of the crater. Down the 
street we could see unother ward- 
en bringing a red lantern to marl 
it. 


There had been some joking in 
the car about my not having had 
a close one in ten days in London.

Then, like being afraid, the acute 
part passed. 


I had picked up a piece of the 
shell.

Anderson Shelter 


He paid “there wero ‘two 
he didn’t like about:this war ahd. 


the way he Was treated in it. He. .

He sald-he’d watch- 
ed them and watched them. He 
wanted to see a German ‘plane ‘it 
and never ‘ad, even though he 
worked out on the decks all .day.

Like almost everyone, he put in 
his Anderson shelter himself. An 
Anderson shelter is made of heavy 
galvanised castiron,the kind you 
sometimes see on warehouse roots, 
It is nbout 4 by 8 feet square and 
5 feet high, the top being arched 
to a circle. It is set up half sub- 
merged into the ground and then 
sandbags ure piled around and 
‘over the top of it. Many people 
plant gardens on its roots, flower 
gardens. It has other sandbags 
piled around its entrance, I climb- 
ed down into the little man’s shel- 
iter, 1 could just getin. It hada 
concrete floor, He said cement was 
hard to get but he hod a friend 
who could mix it and all the peo- 
pie in the neighbourhood got what 
cement they could ond he and his 
friend went around and fixed up 
as many floors as they could. His 
shelter was quite dry. There were 
candles stuck on a lttle shelf and 
some odds and ends of clothing 
hung up. He said he had taken the 
bedding out to air it. 


He told us he had sent his wife . 


end his'son and daughter to the 
country, but his daughter, who 
was the older, had come back and 
was staying with some people 
down the street. And another 
married daughter was around the 
corner -with her husband. fe said, 
“ain't no place for women, but 
they don’t like to be eway from 
home and they cote bacic.” He 
said his was a good shelter and he 
slept very well there. But a lot of 
them were bad unlees you had a 
good floor and knew haw to floc 
jt so the rain didn’t come in. 

Ben Robertson asked him if he 
was in the shelter when the bomb 
dropped across the street. He said, 
“Oh, yes. It shook quite a bit.. 
But,” he said, 
cause I have it fixed so I can pet 
out the back end if the front end 
caves in.” I ‘said, “What do you do 
when a bomb drops near you? Do 
you go out to sce what happens?” 
He said, “Well, you see, we have 
got a kind of a system. When 
there’s a hit everybody around 
comes out and we get together and 
go from one shelter to another to 
‘See if everybody else is all right, 
and to be sure the entrance hasn’t 
caved in and they can’t get out.

A HUSSAR OFFICER back in England after 
escaping thrice from the Germans in Flanders slept 
a night in an empty house which he had comman- 


deered while disguised as 
German N.C.O.s arrived 
lodging.

a small rowing boat. 
tt was midnight when 
salied, A little way out 
saw a boat approaching.

PETAIN SCORNS EQUALITY 
AND POLITICAL LIBERTY 


MARSHAL PETAIN, in an article published by 
the Revue des Deux Mondes, one of the principal 
monthly reviews in France, now appearing in the 
non-occupied territory, contributes his own views 
on the political philosophy which he is trying to 


introduce. 


It takes the form of an attempt 
to dispose of the Republican de- 
vice, “Liberty, equality, fratern- 
ity,” for which the Marshal wish- 
ed to substitute the notions of 
authority and obedience towards 
the State. 


“We must teach our young peo- 
ple,” he writes, “that liberty can 
only be exercised when combined 
with recognition of a secular au- 


. thority, which they must respect 


and must obey.’ The word 
“must” is printed twice in italics. 

He is scornful of political liber- 
ty, “even if it confers the right 
to drop a voting paper into an 
urn every four years.” Nor js 
full liberty of labour to be ac- 
corded “for in this matter choice 
must be restricted by economic 
possibilities and by the exigencies 
of national interests.” 


Equality Modified 


As for equality, “it is a fine 
thing at certain levels and in cer- 
tain circumstances. But, if men 
are equal before death and before 
God, only a civilised society can 
grant them liberty before the law 
and offer them equal. opportuni- 
tles in life. Equality must be 
bound up with a rational scale 
of authority based on differences 
of function and of merit. 


“Fratornity, too, is a magnificent 
ideal, but in the’ condition into 


only true fraternity is that of the 
natural groups—the family, se 
city, the Motherland. As 

means for promoting universal 
progress, the class struggle is: an- 
absurd conception which leads to

The Problem Of 
Responsibility 


Jn the second place, the Im- 

petial War Cabinet of 1917-18 was 
a failure as a Cabinet, because the 
essence of Cabinet Government is 
tie collective responsibility of the 
‘abinet as a whole. In war-time, 
when all effort is bent on the 
single goal of winning the war, 
this almost inevitably means sub- 
ordinating individual ministerial 
responsibility to loyalty to a 
owerful Prime Minister like Mr. 
sloyd) George or Mr. Winston 
Churchill. : 


In the British Commonwealth 
ef Nations of Statute-of-West- 
minster days, these conditions of 
Cabinet Government cannot be 
fulfilled. There can be no collec- 
tive responsibility because there 
is no supreme Parliament to which 
the collective body could be res- 
ponsible. There are five separate 
nee sibilities to five separate 

independent Parliaments. The 
personal domination of a single 
chainman, a kind of Prime Minis- 
ter for the whole Empire, would 
be a denial of Dominion autonomy, 
not a tribute to it. 


Those who demand an Imperial 
War Cabinet surely make the old 
mistake of trying to apply the 
methods of the last war to the 
winning of this one, On the con- 
trary, the greatest merit of the 
British Commonwealth system is 
its flexibility, which enables it to 
be readily adapted ty new cir- 
cumstances. This war has already 
produced practical substitutes for 
the machinery of the Imperial 
War Cabinet. [t has produced the 
Delhi Conference, the Dominions’ 
Secretary's daily meetings with 
High Commissioners, the visits to 
London of Colone! Reitz and other 
Dominion Ministers a year ago, 
Generat Smuts’ meeting with Mr. 
Eden in Khartoum, and many an- 
other piece of working machinery 
tu meet known needs with com- 
monsense = solutians based on 
equality and adjustment.

One of the apparently 
minor items in the news 
yesterday, announcement 
that three commercial 
-gir-liners of the Clipper 
type are to be purchased 
for the purpose of main- 
taining Empire communi- 
cations, will attract keen 
interest in Hong Kong. 
No indication was provid- 
ed of the routes on which 
the Clippers might be 
used, but as the most ser- 
ious rupture of communi- 
cations has occurred ‘be- 
tween the British Isles 
and points East of Suez, 
(India, Australia and 
Hong Kong included), it 
ig a fair assumption that 
it is the problem of res- 
toration that has been en- 
gaging Imperial atten- 
tion. 


No consequence of 
Italy’s entry into the war 
has been felt more severe- 
ly in the East than virtual 
destruction of the air mail 

services. The value of 

such elements of the ori- 
ginal system that have 
been retained is next to; 
nil, for it happens, more 
often than not, that mails 
routed via America or 
Canada by surface craft 
reach Hong Kong in ad- 
vance of the air mail. 


It is recognised that 
the drastic curtailment of 
the air mail services and 
the loss of the speed asset 
was, to sorne extent, in- 
evitable, however irksome 
it may, at the same time, 
have been. In the first 
instance, at all events. 
Now, however, the outlook 
for the future can be seen 
in clearer detail, the re- 
establishment of swift, 
reliable communications 
between Britain and the 
Fast must appear as a 
matter of increasing ur- 
gency. . 


One of the lessons for 
the future is that British

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THERE was not much pattern to 
my days in London. The aif- 
ficully of making and changing 
arrangements by . telephone and

in advance. Each day I simply 
made und kept as many engage- 
ments as I was able.

I have had difficulty since I rot 
back making people really under- 
stand how entirely casually peo- 
ple take sleeping anywhere they 
happen to be when the black-out 
comes in London, Possibly it’s be- 
cause the phrase sleeping with 
someone hus connotations ino our 
vocabulary. Possibly it’s because 
the idea of not having a reoem of 
one’s own to sleep in every night 
is so foreign to everyone's experi- 
ence here, 

I asked everyone T met in and 
out of the Gevernment how many 
Londoners slept in shelters and 
how many slept in their homes. 
No one had any idea, There are 
no statistes whatever available. 
Estimates of the number who stept 
in shelters, public and privrte, 
varied from 50 per cent to 95 per 
cept. The only thihg you cun be 
sure of {s that very few sleep nor- 
mally, night after night, in their 
own beds in their own — rooms 

Fven leaving out the fear of 
being out during heavy raiding 
you must also realise the difficully 
of moving about a complicated city 
like London during a black-out. 
There are taxis that cruise all 
night, but they are few. Few also 
are the buses and the trains and 
the tubes. It was, for instance, al- 
together natural that, when | had 
a radiv talk to dictate during my 
recond week ond a young lady 
publie stenographer came to type 
it for me and the work went on 
without either of us noticing the 
time until suddenly the maid came 
in and drew the curtains for the 
black-out, Ben and I should offer 
her our couch to sleep on. And she 
should debate for some minutes 
before deciding her room-mate 
might be worried and she didn't 
mind taking the bus alyway.

You must realise what it does to 
convention to take in first: rela~ 
tives, then acquaintances and 
Gnally strfngers who were bomb- 
cd out.

—-perhaps the most important 
thing of ali—that when the night 
is full of noise no one wants ta be 
alone, The presence of other hu- 
man beings ts comforting. 


I think the only time I was real- 
ly all _ out frightened—literally 
panicked—was when I came in;

I think it’s this quality of keeo- 
ing their fears to therhselves while 
they are afraid—they talk about it 
plenty afterwards—thalt’s the most 
important part of What the Eng- 
lish call “behaving well.” They 
have it whether they are cockneys 
in the East Brd or cabinet minis~- 
ters. They do not transmit their 
feprs to one another the way some 
other peuples do, And when peo- 
ple transmit thelr fears to each 
other the result Is panic and any- 
thing can happtnina panic. When 
they don’t transmit their fear they 
vo on about their business and 
presently aren't afraid any more. 


I talked this over with a num- 
ber of people in London and they 
agreed with me. 

The fear that I'm talking about 
is the unreasonable fear produced 
by noise and the imagination. How 
a soldier who is under fire and is 
liable to be killed in action, {cels 
I know only from books. fut 1 
was and am inter¢sted in the 
other kind of fear, because that is 
the principal tool with which 
Adolf Hitler has coriquered so 
much of the world. It’s the Bri- 
lisher’s ability to cope with it and 
to survive it and to learn that it’s 
a headache and not a fatal diseuse 
that's an important patt of hd 
confidence that the British will 
withstand and survive Adolf Hit- 
ler, and there's absolutely no ques- 
tion that they stirvived the terti- 
fie dose he gave them in Septem- 
ber and are flourishing under the 
dilute solution which seérfis all he 
is currently able to adririster 
now, 


The two weeks that I was in 
London were what are called quiet 
weeks. They are quiet because 
Hitler has no control over the air 
of England in the daylight and be- 
cause night bornbers work best in 
the full of the mooti when they can 
steer and guide their bombs by 
the reflection of the moon on the 
water and the rivers and lakes of 
England, The moon was on the 
wane when I arrived. 


T know what it can be like when 
the moon is full, because the three 
days just before’ I got to London 
included the worst night bombing 
of the war so far.

Hysterics In The Dark 


At the end of a block we all at 
once saw two small lights flush 
with the pavement. The next min- 
ute we began to run over rubble.

Another 
few feet and we saw what the 
lights on the street were, They 
were the still burning sidelights of 
a car that had just run into the 
crater. A woman came toward us 
out of the black and said, “Where 
are you going?” 

The driver said, “To Londen.” 

She said, “No, no, no, I mean 
what part of London?” 

The driver said, “The 
End.”

Her voice was rising. It sounded 
hysterical, She said, “No, no, no, 
that won't do at all. That's not 
at all where I want to go,” and ran 
off behind us. We think she bad 
been in the car. 

We swung off to one side to 
avoid it and the pencil beain of 
our headlight, picked out a figure 
lying on the edge of the curb. 
We got out and went over to it. 
It was a dead policeman, A red- 
headed policeman,’ He had been 
young and good looking, There 
was no one else eround. It was 
very quiet, You could hear water 
bubbling under the car. The bomb 
had broken a main. We had 
flashlights and stood looking down 
at the poli¢eran, not duite Know- 
ing what to do next. Presently 
there were footstéps coming rapid- 
ly toward us. Two air raid ward- 
ens, They made no comment. First 
one and then several policemen 
came from another street. They 
Icoked at the dead policeman, but 
did not move him. We shifted un- 
easily and walked back to look in 
the crater. The bomb must have 
hit just ahead of the car and tie 
car rolled in where the pavement 
had been. For it was hardly 
scratched, While we were jooking 
an ambulance or a truck rolled up 
behind us, some men got out, went 
aver to. where the warden was 
standing over the casualty, They 
lifted the dead policeman onto the 
stretcher, carried him back into 
the darkness. And no one said 
anything. The ambulance or the 
morgue wagon or whatever it was 
went off into the dark. The ward- 
ens and the policemen were in 
conference over how to get the 
car out of the crater, Down the 
street we could see another ward- 
en bringing a red lantern to mark 
it. 


There had been some joking in 
the car about my not having had 
a close one in ten days in Londo». 
One of the men said, “Well, if it 
had to happen, I’m Jad it hap- 
pencd where you could seé it. This 
is just routine. I think there must 
be a bicycle about. L think. the 
policeman was going home on Jt 
when the bomb hit.” It was no 
longer a joke that I have the ex- 
perience of having a bomb go off 
near me. The face of the dead 
peliceman with the red hair stayed 
with me. That and the suddenness 
with whicli it happened and the 
silence that was around it after 
it happened: I bégdh to feel anger 
rising in me. I stayed acutely an- 
gry at the people who had killed 
the policeman for several hours. 
Then, like being afraid, the acute 
part passed, 


I had picked up a piece of the 
shell, I found it with my flash- 
light imbedded in the pavemen 
and wedged it out. I brought it 
home with me.

German refugees from 
the much bombed Rhine- 
land are beginning to 
crowd the hotels even in 


non-occupied France. 

This information was given by a 
Frenchman who has just arrived 
in London from the non-occupied 
zone after trekking across the 
Pyrenees on a donkey. He sold his 
motorear for just enough to buy 
a donkey and pay his fare to Eng- 
land from Lisbon, 

“You have no idea here of how 
effective the R.A.F. bombings on 
Germany are,” he said. “We get 
the backwash of them, even In 
unoccupled France. 

“Friends of mine in the Depart- 
ment of Isere have had to leave 
their homes because of the influx 
of German refugees from the 
Rhineland. They, of coprse, get 
paid, but at 20 francs to the mark. 

“The Germans are crowding into 
all the hotels in this region and 
paying at the same rate. In the 
last few weeks the influx has been 
tremendous.” 

Regarding R.A.F. bombings of ° 
the French coust, he said the Ger- 
mans now describe Cherbourg as 
the “cemetery.” He said that most 
people in the unoccupied zone 
knew of the big losses the Ger- 
mans sustained when their pin- 
naces and barges, filled with 
troops, were bombed. 

It was common knowledge that 
all the doctors in the Paris region 
had to be mobilised to deal with 
the casualties.

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“Most Spectacul 


Baseball Match 


By WARREN BROWN. 
(In the Cosmopolitan Magazine.) 

In describing the most specta— 
cular baseball game viewed by 
this particular pair of ayes, it 
might be well to begin with a sen- 
sational statement. Babe Ruth 
was not in it. 

The game wys the fifth of the 
1920 World Series, played al 
Cleveland on October 10 and won 
by the Cleveland team, 8 to 1, 
from Brooklyn 

Onc -sided?

Brooklyn and Cleveland had 
won a pair of games each, as they 
came into this critical fifth en- 
gagement. 

The Dodgers, led by that lov- 

‘able character, the late Wilber’ 
(Uncle Robbie) Robinson, and the 
Indians, managed by one of the 
greatest outfielders of all time, 
the Gray Eagle, Trix Speaker, 
were prepared to fire the best they 
had into the battle. 

As his convincer, Uncle Robbit 
chose Burleigh Grimes, who had 
topped the National League pitch- 
ers of the 1920 season, Not to be 
outdone, Speaker came back with 
Jim Bagby, American League 
pitcher leader, whose record of 31 
victories seemed to fix his place in 
the hurling sun. ‘This game well 
might be the turning point in the 
Series. Everyone sensed that. 

Baseball fans have a fine sense 
of values and are generally pre- 
pared for anything, but the wild- 
est dream of any one of the fren- 
zied fans crowding into the Cleve- 
land Park that October day could 
hardly have fitted him for what 
he was soon to witness. 

Bagby disposed of the Dodgers 
in jig time in the first inning, and 
the home team: came to bat, with 
the crowd, largely Cleveland par- 
tisans, whooping it up as Grimes 
began to pitch. 

Jamieson, the Indians’ lead-off 
man, slashed away at one of 
Grimes’ tosses, The ball, sharply 
hit, wus handled. ne it wasn't!- 
by Konetchy, the lumbering first 
baseman of the Dodyers. 

A hit! One man

Speaker, the next hitter, was go- 
ing to bunt to sacrifice the run- 
ners along. It was Grimes’ idea 
to make Speaker bunt where the 
ball could be handled rapidly, not 
to first but to third, for the force-

He took a free swing at one of 
Bagby’s choicest, and the ball shot 
out on a line between Wambs- 
ganss and second base. Wamby 
dashed over, stuck out his: gloved 
hand. and speared the ball in the 
air. 

Kilduff, away with the crack of 
the bat, had no chance to get back 
to second. Wamby's rush carried 
him the few steps necessary to 
touch second. Two out! A double 
play! But the worst was yet to 
come, 


The ponderous Miller, running 
toward second base with his head 
down and as if his life depended 
upon it, was unable to reverse 
himself, as a more agile man 
might have done. Wamby whirled, 
prepared to throw to first base, 
and changed his mind, thereby 
moving himself into Baseball's 
Hall of Fame. Instead of throw- 
ing the ball, he went forth as a 
one~man_ reception committee to 
meet the oncoming Miller, tagged 
him, and the “Triple play, 
Wamby, unassisted,” went into 
the scorebooks!

The Problem Of 
Responsibility 


In the second place, the Im- 
perial War Cabinet of 1917-18 was 
a failure as a Cabinet, because the 
essence of Cabinet Government is 
the collective responsibility of the 
Cabinet as a whole. In war-time, 
when all cffort is bent on the 
single goal of winning the war, 
this almost inevitably means sub- 
ordindting individual ministerial 
responsibility to loyalty toa 
powenful Prime Minister like Mr. 
Lloyd George or Mr. Winston 
Churchill. 


In the British 
ot Nations of Statute-of-West- 
minster days, these conditions of 
Cabinet Government cannot be 
fulfiNed. There can be no collec- 
tive responsibility because there 
is no supreme Parliament to which 
the collective body could be res- 
ponsible. There are five separate 
responsibilities to five separate 
and independent Parliaments, The 
personal domination of a single 
chairman, a kind of Prime Minis- 
ter for the whole Empire, would 
be adénial of Dominion autonomy, 
not w tribute to it. 


Commonwealth 


Those who demand an Imperial 
War Cabinet surely make the old 
mistake of trying to apply the 
methods of the last war to the 
winning of ‘this one. On the con- 
trary, the greatest merit: of the 
Bettish Commonwealth system is 
ils flexibility, which enables it to 
he readily adapted to new cir- 
cumstances. This wir has already 
produced practical substitutes for 
the maehinery of | the Imperial 
War Cabinet.
